“Mr, NMoosevelt’s chiel poliey,” he
has said, “was the determination to
make the great corporations of the
country ohey the law, and those cor-
porations ineluded the railveads and
the great industrial corporations that
do a large industrial husiness and
that have shown a tendeney to mon-

Mr. Taft has indieated eclearly

enough in his speeches what his mes-
sage will be,

It will recommend an unusaally
long prozram for Congress and one
that is likely to revive a good deal
of the hosiility shown to the Roose-
velt Administration on the score of
the railroad rate legislution.

That the President has bheen look-
Ing forward to the possibility of seri-
ous opposition within the ranks of
hiz own party iz indicated by his re-
cent speeches,

Mr. Taft will recommend a ecourt
of five members in order that when
the Interstate Commerce Commission
shall deride a rate is wnreasonable a
reasonable rate may he made at once,
with no appeal on the part of the
railroads except to the Supreme
Court. This is to make the Hepburn
rate bill effective. He will point out
that the five judges, having no other
business before them, ecan not only
expedite legislation, but npaturally
will become rate experts.

There will be also a recommenda-
tion of a tribunal that will pass on
how many bonds and how many
shares of stock every interstate rail-
road may issue, to prevent the water-
ing of stock. At one time the Presi-
dent gaid: *“This is important, be-
cause when yon water stock vou only
do it to deccive people and get them
to pay more than the stock is worth."

Further, Mr. Taft said, it is wrong
because {t builds a false foundation
on which to reckon what reasonable
freight rates are.

To further expedite the
making railroads obey the law, the
President will recommend a reorgani-
zation of the Bureaun of Corporations,
the Interstate Commerce Commission
and the Department of Justlee that
the three may work progressively and
not be stumbling over one another,
as they are under the present sys-
tem. But the I'resident will make it
clear that he is not attacking corpor-
ations that work legitimately. IHis
own expression on that subject jis:

“We could not zet along without
corporations. They are a necessary
Instrument in the business of the
country. But as we give them privil-
eges, 8o they must recognize the re-
sponsibility with whiech they exercise
power, and we must have the means
of compelling them to recognize that
responsibility and te keep them with-
In the law.”

The President will recommend an
amendment o the anti-trust law that
he thinks will make it effective. The
present terms are so broad that in his
mind it is not enforeable, as it makes
no distinction between a reasonable
and an unreasonablerestraint of trade
—a difference that is recognized by
the common law. He will recommend
that the law be amended to narrow
and confine it to combinations and
conspiracies to suppress competition
(and establish monopolies. and to leave
out the denunciations of general re.
straints of trade. He will not recom-

But
we are going on with this anti-trust
law, and if we amend it as [ suggest
we shall deaw the lines closer and en-
able men to know what is legitimate
business and what is not.”

Postal savings banks will be urged.

President Taft will recommend con-
tinnance and ectension of the conser-
vation of national resources and ree-
lamation of arid lands. He will say
that these subiects inelude also reten-
tion of control over the water power
sltes by the Government, so that it
may regulate rates charged for the
power furnished., and retention of
coniral of rcoal, oil and phosphate
lands. that the Government may pre-
vent the use of those lands by mon-
opolies,

Conservative as to Mississippl,

On the subject of waterwavs the
message will recommend continuance
and extension of harbor work, such aa
the San Pedro Harbor, on the Califor-
nia ecoast, but his recommendations
for work on the inland waterwavs
will be most conservative. The Presi-
dent saw a lot on his trip down the
Mississippi River, but his conclusions
did not encourage the inland water-
ways boomers, who went to great ex-
pense to show the river to him.

Regarding the Mississippi the Pres-
ident will zo no further in the next
message than to recommend continu-
ance of the protecltion of the banks at
the bends, where the current is con-
stantly cutting. Outskde of that it
will be the position of Mr. Taft that
no improvement shall be undertaken
until engineers have approved its fea-
sibility and have estimated its cost
and, in addition, it has been demon-
sirated that efter the millions of the
Government have been spent the pro-
iect will be worth while—that is, that
the eommeree will justify the expense,
and that the shippers will not desert
the river for the railroad the first
time the latter cuts rates. All those
conditions fulfilled, the President will
state he is in favor of the Government
issuing all the bonds necessary and
completing the work that it has de-
cided, earefully, to hegin.

The President will not make any
recommendation for monetary legis-
lation, leaving that to the next Con-
gress,

A ecommission government for
Alaska will be recommended. Tt ig
the result of his experience in the
Philippines and, as Seeretary of War,
the guardian of Cuba. 1t is the idea
of eolonies, but the President is very
much in earnest about it, as he bhe-
lieves Alaska, wilh its enormous ex-
tent of territory and small, uncertain
population, is not ready for self-gov-
ernment,

The President will recommend a
ship subsidy in the form of payment
by the Government for the carrying
of mail.

Control of corporations will he the
main issue in the message, and the
President believes that his adminis-
tration already has made a good start
in the corporation tax passed at the
extra session.

Mr. Taft has etpressed himself as
in favor of a central bank to handle
the finances of the country, but the
details of the plan have not been
worked ont, and no one is more open
to argument and conviction on the
subject than the President. There s
no likelihood that it will be a part of
the megsage to the December session,
Probably the central bank plan will
be a part of a later message, includ-
ing the general monetary revision
scheme,
